Members of the Upland school board are 


the people in its true light. They secured the services of an 
expert to thoroughly examine the present structure in an ef- 
fort to ascertain its exact condition. The man obtained is an 
authority in such matters—he distinguished himself in his work 
following the Santa Barbara and Long Beach earthquakes and 
was recommended as the man to make a correct analysis of 
the building here. He came unbiased and was asked to make 
an unbiased report. , This report recommended that children 
should attend school in the building ‘‘only as long as would 
be necessary to make provision for replacing it.’’ In his re- 
port he set forth plainly his reasons for making the recommen- 
dations he thought necessary. 

It is now up to the voters and taxpayers of the Upland 
school district to decide what they wish done in the matter. 
The present building is an antique—it does not have the equip- 
ment and does not afford the advantages of a modern school 
plant. In: ordinary times the people of this progressive com- 
munity would vote for a new building without having the ne- 
cessity of the safety element impressed upon them—they 
would simply vote the money because they desired a modern 
structure that would afford the children the best school facil- 
ities to be had anywhere. If the report of the expert exam- 
ining the present building is correct—and there is no reason 
for believing it is not--the element of safety is the point that 
should decide the matter at this time. 

Since the true condition of the building is known there are 
no doubt many parents of children attending the Noe school 
who are experiencing great anxiety from day to day, fearing 
the possibility of a disaster that may snuff out the life of many 
of the students. While there is no apparent likelihood of such 
a catastrophe, yet disasters are not usually expected. Thus 
the real issue at stake in this election is that of safety—and 
it is much better to be safe than sorry.
